ST. AU GUSTIN E, Fla., Nov . 4.— 
F ort Clinch 
m ilitary 
reserv ation 
on Am elia island , Fla., one of the 
old est fortifications in N orth A m er­ 
ica, has been offered for sale by 
the qu arterm aster-general of the 
w ar d epartm ent. 
W hen Florid a w as Spanish te r­ 
ritory , from the 
six teenth 
cen­ 
tu ry onw ard , th e fort w as known 
as San Carlos. 
In 
17 36, 
Jam es 
O glethorpe, gov ernor 
of 
Florid a, 
strengthened 
It 
in an 
effort 
to 
m ake th e m ou th of the St. M ary ’s 
riv er im pregnable. 
In the early 
i9 th centu ry the fort, again held 
by 
Spain, 
w as 
su rrend ered 
to 
Colonel Ashley , who held it for 
the U nted S tates for a y ear. 
Spain regained the fort in 18 13 
and held it u ntil 18 18 . 
In th a t 
y ear the U nited S tates began to 
realize th a t the stronghold w as lo­ 
cated a t a m ost strategic point and 
it w as retaken.

Fear of “ reverse E nglish’’ in the 
new ly broached plan for a pension 
sy stem for all state workers oc­ 
casioned the call to arm s, accord­ 
ing to Stafford, 
69 -y ear-old cru ­ 
sader. w ho first boarded the ship 
of state back In 18 9 3. 
“ W e are strongly in accord w ith 
the 
plan 
to estab lish 
a 
pension 
sy stem 
for 
state 
em ploy es 
who 
have grown old in the service and 
are no longer able to work,” said 
Stafford. 
‘But w e are just as strongly op ­

Trust of Europe is to get it back. 
Europe is beginning to feel that it must get to­ 
gether industrially if it is to surv iv e. 
America with 
her great home market and Britain with her do­ 
minions hav e opportunities 
for mass 
production 
which the indiv idual states of Europe do not hav e. 
The only way to approx imate these adv antages is 
by throwing down tariff walls and making trade 
agreements among themselv es. 
That is just what 
is being done in Europe. 
The cutting off from 
imports into the United States of French wines, and 
the high tariff on lux uries which France has so 
largely supplied to the United States in y ears past, 
has affected French industry . 
France is try ing to 
get back by raising the tariff on American goods 
and lowering the tariff on German goods. 
Trade 
agreements are being made between the v arious 
European countries. 
The v ast natural resources of 
Russia are being sought by Germany . 
It is not a matter of surprise that our indus­ 
trial leaders are becoming somewhat anx ious about 
the whole situation, and that our state department 
is hav ing a diplomatic correspondence concerning 
the situation. 
Yet Europe can hardly be biamed. 
If the United States can build high tariff walls, we 
can hardly blame Europe for building high tariff 
walls against us. 
If the matter is serious for us, 
it is much more serious for Europe. 
Our tremendous 
prosperity might lessen somewhat without destroy ­ 
ing our comforts and our iux uries. 
But for Europe 
it is a matter of necessary liv ing. 
Naturally , each country wants to get the most 
for itself, and with the possibilities of international 
war each country wants to be self-sufficient, so that 
if war does come there will be no danger of being 
starv ed out or without the instrumentalities to wage 
war. 
In the last war, England realized how neces­ 
sary it was to keep the seas under her control if 
she were to sav e her life. 
Our v ast and v aried 
resources make us much more self-sufficient. 
With 
the danger of international war remov ed, each coun­ 
try might engage in those industries for which it 
was best equipped. 
We might duplicate on a 
world scale what we hav e done here in the United 
States, in which we hav e absolute freedom be­ 
tween the forty -eight states, and that to the great 
adv antage of all of them. 
The ideal is there, and America with her forty - 
eight self-gov erning states has shown that it is not 
at all impracticable. 
It will be some time y et be­ 
fore that ideal will be realized, because as y et all 
peoples are lacking in the wisdom and the will to 
realize it

You would hardly ex pect a professional educator 
to condemn books as a means of education. 
Yet 
that very thing is done by Dr. Charles W. Hunt, 
head of a well known American school for the edu­ 
cation of educators. 
"Books,” he complains, "are crammed with eec- 
ond hand ex perience. 
They are 
the 
records 
of 
what somebody else saw, felt, or said. 
We have 
clung to them year after year largely out of sheer 
laziness. It is so much easier to teach when all you 
have to do is compel the children to read something 
in a book and then repeat it to you. 
"But life all around us is crammed with educa­ 
tive materials. 
Within a few 
years, 
I 
predict, 
children will go out in ex cursions into shops, fac­ 
tories and on the streets to learn at first hand." 
Maybe they will, more or less. 
But it is cer­ 
tainly going to add to the traffic problem and 
worry a lot of mothers if all the children in the 
public schools are to be poured onto the street and 
towed around town by their teachers, to learn every­ 
thing by direct observation. 
The old Peripatetic school In Greece used to use 
that method. 
The instructor talked to his pupils 
while they trailed after him In the open air. 
That 
doubtless helped to keep them 
awake. 
But 
the 
teacher kept them pretty well outside of the con­ 
gested districts; and anyway, learning was less com­ 
plicated in those days. 
Now there are million things for children to learn. 
How can they learn them all at first hand? A long 
lifetime would be far to,o short for the education of 
the child who tried to learn « verything for him ­ 
self, or for the teacher who tried to show him 
everything and ex plain it on the spot. 
Books are inadequate, but they are short-cuts to 
knowledge. 
The bright child, through them, may 
multiply his knowledge infinitely, packing into a 
few years the condensed ex perience of many ages 
and millions of lives. 
It suffices to take the child out to face the real 
thing occasionally, giving him something solid to 
stand on. Then books will open up to him.

There may be considerable ignorance In this coun­ 
try. 
But there also is much intelligence. 
It is es­ 
timated by the Federal Bureau of Education th at 
more than 27,000,000 students arc enrolled in edu­ 
cational institutions for the ensuing 
school 
year. 
This denotes that one in five of the Nation’s popu­ 
lation is in a school of some description. 
A vast majority of those enrolled as students are 
found in elementary and public schools—some 21,- 
000,000 of them. Enrollment in 
public 
schools 
is 
placed at about 4,000,000. 
Privately conducted ele­ 
mentary schools have 2,000,000 students, and private 
high schools and preparatory schools, 250,000. 
Nor is higher education neglected. In colleges and 
universities of the United States are approx imately 
1,000,000 students. 
About 300,000 are 
enrolled 
in 
schools for the training of teachers. 
Thus is conducted the widespread system of edu­ 
cation by which fully one-fifth of the en tire popu­ 
lation of the Nation is receiving training in schools. 
Admittedly, educational methods in this country are 
not perfect. 
This true as to public schools. 
It is 
true as to private schools. 
And it is true as to 
institutions of higher learning. 
It is a hopeful sign, however, that those who are 
responsible for conducting the educational work of 
the country are ready to adm it defects and are 
striving zealously to bring about betterments.

great stride toward improvement In any system or 
activity has been taken when deficiencies are ac­ 
knowledged, an d when conscientious effort is made 
to correct flaws.

dents in industrial plants and 
indeed 
everywhere 
that human beings may be. 
In spite of all precautions some accidents cannot 
bo prevented. 
The kind of thing known as an act 
of Providence will occur due to circumstances over 
which man has no control. B ut many accidents are 
due to bad Judgment, lack of information on the 
part of some worker, illness or fatigue, carelessness, 
or lack of suitable apparatus. 
Laat Two Hour» 
Before such diseases as influenza, typical of infec­ 
tions of the breathing apparatus, the person falls 
Into a sort of lethargic, indifferent state. 
At such 
a tim e he is more likely than usual to have acci­ 
dents. When a worker becomes unduly fatigued his 
mind is not as alert as earlier in the day. 
The 
last two hours of the working day have more acci­ 
dents than all the preceding periods. 
Every employer of considerable numbers of per­ 
sons knows th at there are some people unusually 
likely to have accidents. 
These ‘‘hoodooed” w ork­ 
ers are constantly falling, getting 
their 
fingers 
caught, getting hit by flying objects, or in some 
other way succumbing to injury. 
Research committees and 
boards 
have 
given 
weeks of study to this problem but have ended by 
asking the neurologists and psychiatrists to find 
out w hat it is in the tem peram ent of this type of 
worker that makes him a victim of such frequent 
mishaps. 
Day-Dreams 
Undoubtedly 
day-dreaming, 
abstract 
thoughts, 
worry, anx iety and similar emotional states have 
something to do with the 
matter. 
These 
states 
break into the routine of habit. 
When such a 
man Is placed on new work the necessity for learn ­ 
ing interferes with his day-dreaming and he is likely 
to go along without accident until practice has 
made the new work habitual. 
Then the revery, anx iety or worry breaks into 
the habitual action and an accident occurs again. 
A mental investigation to free the man of his men­ 
tal difficulty will relieve the situation. 
If he is, 
however, of the day-dre&mir.g or worrying type he 
is likely to find soon again some subject for his
